The board of public works are hereby authorized to
commence suits before any justice of the peace, or in any court of
the state having jurisdiction, against any person or persons trese
passing upon the lands of the canal grants ; and all of the laws of
this state upon the subject of trespasses upon lands are hereby de~
clared to be in force against trespassers upon the lands granted by
congress to 2id in the improvement of the Fox and Wisconsin
rivers.

Szc. 3. All sdits commenced by the said board against tres-
passers upon said lands shall be commenced in the name of * the
board of public works of the state of Wisconsin,” and the attorney
general shall be required to prosecute all suits so commenced, ex-
